London, Feb. 1. Ths day arriv’d from Holland the 
Mails of Tuefday and Friday /a/t. 


From the Leiden Gazette, dated Feb. 8. 

HEY write from Rome of the 2oth, 
that on the 14th in the night they felt 
feveral fhogs of an Earthquake there, 
which occafion’d fuch a Confternation, 
that moft of the Inhabitants of that 
City ran out of their Houfes into the great Squares, 
or into the neighbouring Fields, and others crowded 
into the Churches, to beg of Heaven to be pre- 
ferv'd irom the Danger that threatned them; the 
Pope caus’d the Bells to be toll'd all over the City 5 
and two hours before day his Holinefs went to the 
Cathedral of St. Peter and faid Mafs himfelf, being 
accompany’d by the whole Sacred College, and di- 
vers other Prelates: Onthe the 16th he went thi- 
ther again with the Cardinals , and the People 
flock’d tot€onfeffion to all the Churches in the Cicy ; 
and afterwards there were folemn Proceflions made ; 
moft of the Houfesin Rome were damag’d more or 
lefs by this Earthquake, particularly the Ambaffador 
of Spain was forc’d to leave his Palace, which was 
extreamly fhatter'd: There was no Perfon kill’d in 
Rome by thefe Shogs, but the Towns of Norcia, 
Carreto, Cafcia, Rieti, Aquila, Spoleto and Foligno, 
were almoft wholly fwallow’d up, and a great num- 

ber of the Inhabitants overwhelin’d in the Ruins. 

They write from Milan of Jan. 18, that a ftrong 
Convoy was gone from thence with 30 {mall Chefts 
of Money which the King of France has fent to the 
Duke of Vendome for the Payment of his Troops ; 
and they affure us, that 18000 Recruits for that 
Army are expected from France in a fhort time ; 
and add, that the Regency of Genoa has granted 
leave for them to Land at Vado. 

Venice, Jan. 26. We hear that the Bombs which 
the French have thrown into Berfello have done but 
little Damage, and that the Garrifon of that place 
has taken 2 Barks laden with Corn, going from Cre- 
mona to Mantua. Gencral Staremberg has caus’d 
a Battery to be rais’d of 4 Picces of Cannon, where 


the Secchia difcarges it felf into the Po, to play. 


upon the Barks that go to Mantua by that River 
and by the Mincio; which have funk 2 Barks alrea- 
dy, one laden with Wine, and other with Corn ; 
that General continues to take all imagirable Pre- 
cautions to prevent being furpriz’d by the French ; 
for which end he has caus’d 2 Lines to be drawn 
from Ponte Molino to the Torre de Seravalle, and 
thofe Lines ro be ftrengthen’d by a Ditch full of 
Waiter of 24 foot in breadth, and 12 in depth ; he 
has likewife order’d a Sluice to be made at Oftiglia, 
in cafe of necd to overflow the flat Country almoft 
as far as Mantua. 

From the Patis. Gazette, a !a main, dated Feb. 5. 

They write from Italy that the Gend’armeric ond 
16 Squadrons of Cavalry are order’d to return 
homewards, The Duke of Vendome having re- 
prefented that fo great a Number of Horfe is not 
neceffary in a Country fo full of Inclofures, Mo- 
raffes, Ditches aud Canals; thefe Troops are to 


take fome time of refrefhment in the Franche Comre, 
and afterwards they arc to Serve in Germany. In 
the Room of the Gendarmerie, fome Troops of Dra- 
goons will be fent into lraly. 

’Tis advifed from Nerva of the 12th of January, 
that the day before 2 Parcy of Mufcovite Horfe ad- 
vanced to the Suburbs of thar City, where they 
Burnt feveral Houfes, as likewife feveral Villages in 
that Neighbourhood, putting the Inhabitants to the 
Sword ; bur the Cannon from the Walls of Nerva 
galling them feverely, they drew off. 

They write from Dantzick of the 27th. that the 
Great Treaturer Sapicha is arriv’d at Warfaw, and 
has had 2 Coricrence with the Cardinal Primate. 
The Mufcovites continue their march towards Wil- 
na, to aiiift th. ‘ing of Poland, who on Advice of 
the Swedes ito Pruilia, has orderd his 
Saxon Troojs tha: were in great Poland to come to 
him into Proffia; mean time his Baggage is pack’d 
up, and “tis faid his Siajefty will go from thence in 
a few days, but whether to Maricnberg or elfewhcre 
is uncertain. 

And from Leipfick of the 31ft they write, Thar 
the K. of Sweden infifts.on the K. of Poland’s being 
dethroned ; and thar Count Piper has declared to 
the Secretary of the Depuries of the Republick, that 
the Swedifh Army wi!! noc depart out of Poland till 
his Mafter has receiv’d irtire Satisfaction. Some 
fufpect that there is an underftanding between the 
Cardinal Primate, the French King, and the Elector 
of Bavaria ; and that the latter has the Crown of 
Poland in his Eye. 

The Caftle of Traerbach is vigoroufly attack’d 
oi 7 Allies, but holds out in hopes of being re- 
iev'd. 

The French are in Motion in Alfatia, and ’tis 
apprehended will fhortly make a Diverfion in favour 
of the Elector of Bavaria; and fome Advices fay, 
they will make an Attempt on Fort Kehl. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Feb. ro. 

Wefel, Feb. 6. The King of Pruiiia is arriv’d at 
Magdeburg. Ina Council of War that was lately 
eld here, it was refolv’d to Summon Rhinberg 
which was accordingly dene on the ath, by the Ba- 
ron du Cause Adjutant-General;upon which,two of 
the Chief Cfficers,viz. The Lieutenant du Roy and a 
Lieutenant-Collonel were fenr hither by the Gover- 
nour Monfieur Grammond, who laft Night Supp’d 
with our Governour the Count de Lottum. 

Wefel, Feb. 6. This Morning a French Commif- 
fary and a Major ¢ame hither out of Rhinberg, 
to Capitulate for the Surrendring of that Place, 
and we have fent two Officers thither. The Con- 
ditions demanded by the Enemy are not yet made 
Publick.

The Earl of Athlone arriv’d 
two days ago from Wefeli at Urrechr, in his way to 
the Hague; but was hinder’d from proceeding on his 
Journey thither, by an Indifpottion that feiz’d him 
on a fudden ; but being let Biood he is grown fome- 
what better, and ‘tis hoped will foon be perfectly 

ecoverd. 

. The French Garrifons cf Mons, Acth and Aude- 
nard, as alfo allthe Troops that were in Valen- 
ciennes and Maubeuge, are marching to draw toge- 
ther near Bruite!s, whither the Garrifons of Lifle and 
Tournay are likewife moving. 

They write from Cologne of the 6th of February, 
That the Counc d’Arco has quitted the Service of 
the Elector of Bavaria in obedicnce to the Imperial 
Avocatoria. 

They write from Mentz and Ratisbonne, That 
the Bavarians have befieg’d Nieubourg on the Da- 
nube, having before poffefs'd themfelves of the Town 
of Weide in the Upper Palatinate ; that Imperial 
Regiments are.drawn together at Gemunt in Suabia, 
where a Council of War has been heid by the Gene- 
rals Stirum, Caftelli, Gronsfelt, Palfi, the Duke of 
Wirtemburgh,and the Prince of Ortinghen ; and that 
they were to break up on the ft of February, to 
march againft the Bavarians. 

They tell us in the Paris Gazetre a la main of the 
sth of February, that all the Troops that are in Al- 
fatia and the Franche Comte are moving towards 
the Rhine, on Advice that the Enemies are draw- 
ing together about Fribourg, with defign to attack 
Newbeurg, and the Fort which covers the Bridge 
ef Hunninghen. 

The Maroquefs de Survill is fect our for Luxem- 
burg, with Orders co draw together the Troops thar 
are in thofe Parts. 

The Marfhal de Tallard is gone to his Command 
on the Mofelle. 

Some Letters from Court tell us (fays the fame 
Gaz. a la main) that Cardinal d'Eftrees is to goto 
Lisbon to negeciate a Marriage between the Infanta 
of Portugal and the Duke of Berry, and another 
between the late Queen of England’s Daughter and 
the Prince of Brazil: But of this there is nothing 
certain.

The Letters from Italy of the 16th bring no News 
of any moment, the Thaw and Rains having made 
the Ways unpaffable. 

From the Paris Gazette a la main, dated Feb. 5. 

The Marefchal de Montrevcl, who is gone from 
hence to Languedoc, has orders to offer a general 
Pardon to all thofe that have taken Arms in the 
Cevennes ; but if fair means will not prevail on 
them to rerurn to their Dutt,he is to treat them with 
the utinoft Rigour: The Trcops which he is to com- 
mand, will be compofed of 4 Regiments of Foor, 
one of Horfe, one of Dragoons, two Batrrallions of 
Marines from on board the Men of War, and ano- 
ther from on board the Gallies, together with 800 
Miquele:s that are marching from Catalonia, which 
together with the Militia of the Province of Lan- 
guedoc, will, tis reckon’é, make an Army of 12000 
Men.

Falmouth, Jan. 27. This day arriv’d the Spanith- 
Alliance Pacquet-Boat from Lisbon, Capt. Green 
Commander, bur laft from Kinfaie, being forced ro 
put in there by Serefs of Weather ; the Captain re- 
rorts, that the Dover and Monck are Cruifing a- 
bout 15 Leagues to the Weftward of Scilly ; and 
thar the Dover had taken on the 23d, a French 
Privateer of Sc. Maloes cali'd the Thoulouze cf 36 
Guns and 285 Men, who had taken the Uphall 
Frigate from New-England, Thomas Windfor, for 
London, which is alfo retaken; The Privateer re- 
ports that the came out of St. Maloes 10 days ago, 


with another Privateer, call'd the St. Efpric of , 
Guns, but was feparated irom her the day befcre 
fe was taken. 

Dartmouth, Jan. 29. Yeflterday put into Torbay 
Her Majefty’s Ship the Medway, Capt. Middleton 
Commander from Cruifing to the Weftward. This 
day was fent in here by two Dutch Capersa French 
Ship of 150 Tuns, 10 Guns and 30 Men, bound 
for the Weft-Indics with Wine and Provifions. 
The French Ship mention’d in my laft, which pur 
into Salcomb by Strefs of Weather, is found to be 
laden with Lemmons and Oranges bound home 
from Lisbon, and ar firft pretended to be a Por- 
tugueze.
